dealt with attempts at initial perfection without acceptable solutions to 
the unsolved problems of scientific information handling; no new P** 0 *®*® 1 ® . 
were presented. The National Science Foundation representative reported that 
the Conference proceedings will bo published as soon as possible. He stated 
further that talks were held with USSR and Sovbloe delegates to the 
Conference. A,I.MikhaiXov, Director of the All-Union institute of Scientific 
and Te chnical Information in Moscow stated during the course of these talks 
that at h is Institute about 400,000 documents are distributed per year. 

Mr. Fry, DSP, concluded by stating that the existing committees of the 
International Conference on Scientific Information will follow up on future 
action, together with the International Federation for Documentation IFXDJ 
which will have its 1959 meeting in Warsaw and Moscow.
